MR. J. A. BRYAN’S SPEECH. 
Delivered on the anniversary of the 
Battle of New Orleans, at Columbus, 
Ohio, — these arc only extracts from it ta 
ken from the “Hemisphere,” and we re 
gret the want of room for the remainder: 
Fellow Countrymen and friends: 

The victory of New Orleans was one of those 
splendid achievements in the history of the world 
that can never grow old, nr tire in a repetition. 

I appear beioie you on this occasion, gentlemen, 
In answer to a call which was accepted with re 
lucunce after a previous appointment had failed, 
and certainly with no expectation of adding to 
the laurels of the hero, or to the glories of the 
chief. I indeed yielded, upon a very short no- 
tice, to open the entertainments of this day ; but 
It mpst be with an apology to those present, for 
other duties than those of iooking into the h iviory 
and causes of this great national event, have too 
heavily taxed n.y time and attention for such an 
address before you, as you have a right to ex- 
pect, and which the occasion invites. But, gen- 
tlemen, I trust we can all find the leisure to re- 
joice over our country’s victories, and that we 
bring with us around this board a disposition for 
mutual rejoicing, as well as fur the flow ol all the 
feelings of the patriot, inspired by the occntion. 
Hern we have the common privilege of American 
freemen, of commemorating deeds of valor and 
renown. ALL have a part in the general u feast ' 
of leal mg, and f|ie flow of soul,” which the result 
of a great battle lias given iis. Young and old, 
the humble and the gay, rich and pour, all ranks, 
and classes, and conditions of men may here ban- 
quet on the rich fruits of their country’s freedom, 
tend join in tho general joy it awakens. 

We claim that this is i.o pa it tv day, unless 
rendered so by the acts of the opponents of the ad- 
ministration themselves. They have ceiiainly 
never been denied thi light of its commemoration. 
Then, why not here? Why absent from among 
this rejoicing throng? They profess to consider 
it a polilica 1 anniversary; and so far as their op- 
position can make, it so, it is in truth a Jackson 
festival ; a day to he citerished and honored by 
his friends and if they choose to sneer at the 
little respect we are inclined to pay him — if they 
really harbor the lender year of doing their coun- 
ty’s great military commander too much justice 
for his success and his prowess, it only proves 
how easy it is for them to forget the hardships of 
the soldier, ail I the suffering* and dangers of the 
her i wh > defended them. It shews them to oe 
generously bie-.se*! with enough of the real n^rve 
nrvr to let their patriotism obtain a conquest 
over their political fce'iugs — And yet we should 
b ' Imposed to cherish towaols them n i uiikiuduess, 
to ie-peci them fur their < pinions when honestly 
indulged, au ! res live, in all our political opera 
lions, to meet them on the broa I principle or hon- 
orable contest. Ami since we must have all the 
rej hceing upon tliis great occasion , let the voice 
of freemen be lieaid. Sound loud the note of 
congratulation. The warrior of liberty is the 
theme ol this consecrated hour. Like the day ol 
Independence, the victory of New Oileans will 
be hallowed as a national J uoiler. Here, at this 
aliar, let its memory be honored. Am! when, 
indeed, will it evei he forgotten? Vv Uen can 
America cease to revere hei great benefactors. 1 
When forget the gallant spirits who bled and suf- 
fered hi her cause! Bid die sun to hide — the 
winds he »lill — the ocean’s tine to slay. — Amer- 
tca has never yet proved ungrateful. The poor 
soldier's services nave been rewa i tied — the wuiin- 
de I patriot lias been healed — the bine warrior, 
leaning on Ins ire noting stall, au I quivering w i tit 
age ari l infirmity has not been foigoiicii ; the or- 
phan child, on wnom a lather’s blessings hreadied 
when lie lell, lias been reached by the hand n! 
clurily. I* is nature's part to cherish these feel- 
ing*. And where are those who shed a living lus 
tre on the American name? Q n revolutionary 
heroes are nearly all gone . %% TUe last nj the sign- 
ets'' in-* mingled with the congiegated no»t, an i 
the few Out survive him, who lime pail in that 
great struggle, aie but the lingering remnants ol 
another age. The winter of the r yean is nearly 
closed, and the light of life shines dimly aloi-g 
their path. And where, too, are they, die in- 
trepid sous of evolutionary sires; the noble spir- 
its who fought in the war of 1812 and ’15? Where 
the gallant hero and his daring followers, who 
dashed through the enemies lines at Moravian- 
town? Where the variant spirits who struggled 
and bled at Fort Erie, at Queenstown, at Raisin, 
at Fort Dearborn, at Browustown and Chippewa? 
Where the bright slats of the American Navy, 
the bold PgiiRY, the chivalrous M’Donouoii, and 
others ; their companions, who in that cause shed 
a sacred hulo around our country ’* independence 
Where the patriotic hero of the Thames ; the res 
olute and fearless J oiinbon, before whose potent 
arm the ferocious Tt.cu.M8KH weltered and fell? 
Some among them are basking now in the rich 
honors of their country’s gratitude, while others 
sleep! Yet then memories live, and will survive 
the wreck of all things here. America cherishes 
them, and will forever, as the choicest relirks of a 
nation’s glory ; and the annals ol after times will 
raise high the monument to perpetuate to coming 
ages, that here the warrior of freedom b.crl, and 
here he triumphed. 

But all our success and achievements are mere 
tributaries to the mighty conflict at New Orleans 
When we point to the roll of American patriots 
and heroes, Andrew Jackson is there. If not 
foremost in the honored groupe, he stands second 
to none but our venerated W asiii.ncton, One, 

“ the farther of his country ,” the other, the val 
»ant leader of a great victory that saved that conn 
try from desolation. And what, may it not be 
enquired, what, my couutryineu, was that victo- 
ry ? Its story has been told. It need not be re- 
hearsed. The record of its history is in eveiy 
American heart. The plains of Orleans bear the 
haggard imprint of the lesson it teaches. We be- 
hold that day marked with all the horrors of war 
The chosen of the British army had been selec- 
ted for the engagement. Skilllully drilled in the 
tactics of an English monarch, they had drawn 
too tcavily upon the prospects of the day. For 
tune frowned, while freedom weltered. A hand 
cf invinribles met them at every point. The 
rallying word of our country’s chief, “America 
expects every .nan to do his duty,” was felt along 
the lines. Hope smiled amid the battle strife ; 
the day was ours ; and the wreck of a famisned, 
starving and suffering army sued for quarters ! 

*1 was done; the mighty work was accomplish- 
ed ; the last blow was given, and 

“Slow sank more lovely ere his race be run, 

Along Moor’s hills the setting sun; 

Not as in the northern dimes, obscurely bright, 

But one unclouded blaze ol living l ight.” 

It was the light of conquest over our country’s 
invaders. Yes, it was a living lights shed around 
the holy cause of liberty ; a light that time can 
never dim ; a light that will brighten, and shine on

who can better attest its truth, who so competent 
iecide upon its dread horrors, as the vanquish- 1 
nd foe ; the wounded, letreaiing soldiery, escaping 
from the scene of carnage and death? Ask him 
w hu fought in the entienrhmeot ; who forced the. 
lines ; u ho mounted the hreastwoik ; ask the vel- 
eiau who survived; tlte pat not who hied; a k 
the remnant band of flying luzileers, what were 
i is honor*, what its glories. Ask the long tubed 
geuliy of the British Cabinet; the Lords and 
( 'out none of an English Parliament, what was 
meif shock when the sad .*.idmg» reached them ol 
the touting of their army, and the fall ol then 
commander. Ask America, too, the scene ol j 
its glory, what was seemed in that sanguinary 
contest; ask the humble tenant ol the mountain | 
cabin ; the unprotected emigrant of the Valley of: 
the M ississippi ; ask the border settler of the W est ; 
of the frontiers of Qhio, open to the ravages o! , 
Indian warfare, what must have been their prob- 
able destiny, had the fortui es of that day turned | 
against them. And do we not hud in these re-i 
flections; in looking upon the sad horrors pie* 
seuted iu the picture of that battle, enough to ( 
awaken our patriotism; to arouse our spirits; to 
enkindle a generous flame of love to the country | 
that cherishes us in her bosom? But we must, 
pass the scene of suffering. If is too plaintive aj 
theme for the feeling '.hat enlivens this crowded, 
assembly. 1 have no heart to linger on its tale! 
of woe. It is the destiny of men, the fate of war; I 

and can a nation’s tears, wake the battle slain 
from theirsluinbers, 

“For deep is the sleep of tlte dead, 

And low their pillow of dust.” 

But in his successful military career, Andrew , 
Jackson performed but half his duty. Another 
sphere of service and of action demanded his aid. 
llis country drew him from the shade of the Her- 
mitage to tlte head of her councils ^ A bold de- 
fence of Ins country in battle was but a prelude to 
a still bolder defence of the doctrines of the Con- 
stitution, and the interests of the people. Dan- 
ger threatened our institutions. He beheld ■ 
and met the crisis that saved them. Conflicting 
opinion had assumed an alarum g tone. Aris- 
tocracy had scattered wide her poisonous seeds 
of disaffection. They had taken deep root in 
our soil. Disunion raised high her menacing 
crest, and the fabric of freedom tottered beneath 
the blow. The Bank of the United Slate* ush- 
ered forth her decrees, and Nullification hoisted 
her red flag —They made common cause against 
the administration. They strove to assume tlte 
reins of power, and it required the firmness ol a 
brave man to fare the storm. The hero of New - 
Orleaus was equal to Hie ta>*k. As a civil ma 
gistrate, he had all the courage of the soldier. 
The mad career of toe Bank, spreading havoc and 
rnin over the country, was arrested by the Veto ; 
and a safe and healing remedy was applied to 
the hostile attitude of Carolina malcontents. 
The Bank in its struggles fur a new term of ex- 
istence had blowu the country into a flame. — 
The people began to inquire into the actual con- 
dition of things, and to probe the threatened mis- 
chief to the bottom. They could not shut their 
eyes upon the dangerous powers it exerciser!. — 
And what, indeed, does it not claim to exercise? 
It claims a license fium the people to war *vi|h 
our* institutions. It claims the power to regulate 
the whole currency of tlte country ; to turn tlte 
w heel of the manufacturer ; to fix the price of 
tlte mechanics labor; the larmers produce; to 
hold all the moneyed interests of the nation at its 
men y ; to control every branch of domestic indus- 
try ; and at a single nod, to bid the field of agii- 
culuire decline or prosper. Well may it, with 
such appalling powers, presume to enter the arena 
of politics. Well may it usurp dominion over 
the piess. Well may it control tlte types of the 
printer, and claim the authority, w hen it wishes 
to exeit it, to build up or pull down a party at 
pleasure 

But the Bank is on its •rial. The people have 
come up to the rescue. A jury of American free-, 
men are its triers. Its scorpion sting will scarce 
he felt beyond a coining new year. Its secret 
abominations have been fathomed. It will no 
longer be allowed to pray undisturbed on the vi- 
tals of this republic. 1’he American citizen is 
every where awake to its danger*. Even the sav- 
age chains of moloch would scarcely be more in- 
tolerable than tlte fetters of such a hydra ; but 
thank an overruling providence, the last hope of 
fieedoot is not swept away. A canker worm in- 
deed lies at the rout of the tree of libeity, and am- 
bitious aspirants lor power and place are content 
to witness its work of destruction. But the tree 
yet stands. It lives and flourishes. A host of 
patriots h*vp gathered around it. Internal dis- 
sentious may rage, and the storm of war heat up 
on the soil that sustains it. It was consecrated by 
the blood of the sons of revolutionary suffering, and 
when it falls, the last record of the liberty of 
man will be blotted out fmever.

LATER FROM EUROPE. 

By the ship Liverpool, arrived at Bos 
ton, the Editors of tho Journal of Com- 
merce have received London papers to 
the evening of December 10th, and Liv- 
erpool advices to the 22d. 

On the 18th, Parliament was prorou- 
gued to the 15th of January. A dissolu- 
tion was considered certain, and the pro- 
clamation to that effect was expected to 
make its appearance in a very few d .ys. 
It was however asserted that the Tory] 
party would gain but little increase in 
strength bv the operation. A letter from 
the North of Scotland says, “I don’t think ] 
the new Government can gain above 
three votes hv a dissolution in Scotland.”; 
And a friend in the South says — “In, 
short, Scotland will have one or two Con- [ 
sjrva t ives more, fewer Whigs aud more 
Liberals.” 

Dissolution of Parliament — : After. very 
serious deliberation, it has, wo believe, 
been decided that the balance of public 
convenience is in favor of a dissolution ofj 
the existing Parliament. We of course] 
arc not aware of those reasons, the pre- 
dominance of which has led to this con- 
clusion; we therefore cannot give any] 
opinion beyond what we have more than j 
once stated — that we at least are not a-] 
ware of the absolute necessity ot such aj 
proceeding. We lose no lime, however, ] 
in stating what We believe to be true — j 
that the dissolution will take place in aj 
very few days; most probably before the 
end of next week — Times. 

Fiom the London Courier, Dec. 18. 

We this day publish the most interes-1 
ting and important document we have for] 
a tong while had to lay before our readors 
— the address of Sir Robert Peel to his 
constituents, the ele.ctorsof the borough 
Tamworth. It is not an ordinary elec- 
tioneering address, hut contains a full 
and distinct exposition of '.he motives 
which induced Sir Robert to accept of 
fice, of the principles on which his Gov- 
ernment is to be conducted, and of the 
opinions and views which he entertains 
on some of the principal topics under dis- 
cussion. On the whole, we have no hes- 
itation in saying that the address is hon- 
orable to Sir R >hert, and, except on one 
or two points, it is tolerably satisfactory . 
Unfortunately, however, one ol the points 
on wh ch it is most unsatjs|h(-t(iry, is the 
most important of all — the Church! Tnc 
present crisis has, in fact, grown of the 
Church question, and with it, we regret 
t > say, nei hot Sir Ko eit Poet, nor m.y 
ono who thinks as lie does, be he who lie 
may, is in any respect lit to deal. 

Sir Robert Peel lakes up the nostrum, 
so pompously p escribed by Lord Brough- 
am in tho house of Lords, tn.it C. lurch 
property is ina liable from any other than 
strictly ecclesiastical purposes; and all 
that he will consent to — for he has the 
merit of being distinct pnd explicit — is 
to improve the distribution ol the reveues 
of the Church, so that its influence may. 
be extended, and the interests of the Es | 
ta blushed Religion pr tnotod. These are 
desirable objects, certainly ; and in Eng- 
land they would, if accompanied by a fair 
commutation of tithes, to which Sir Rob-] 
ert has always been a friend, be quite sat- 
isfactory. But, in so far as regards Ire- 
land, to which Sir Robert als * applies 
them, they are totally and even ridicu-] 
lously ineffective. A better distribution 
of the Church revenue in that epuntrv, 
as well as here, is no doubt required; 
but much more than this is required be- 
fore the church of that country can be 
considered any thing else than a nui-] 
sancc — a fruitlul source of civil commo- 
tion and bloodsed. 

London , Dec. 19. — Mr. Q’Conncl and 
his party in Ireland are endeavoring to 
make the most of the present state of 
things. We do not, indeed, believe that 
they care a straw whether Sir Robert 
Peel, Lord Durham, or Lord Stanley is 
Minister. It is enough to ensure O’Con- 
nell’s hatred, and that of the faction of 
which hj is the mouth-piece, that a Min- 
ister is hostile to the Repeal of the Union, 
or, in other words to the dismembonnent 
of the empire. lie may be whatever 
else he pleases, hut if lie be not ready to 
concedo this point, he may as well ex- 
pect to have a unanimous House of Com- 
mons, as to secure for three months to- 
gether the support of O'Connell and his 
satellites. The Anti-Tory Association, 
as tho newly fledged combination is cal- 
led, is merely a nora progenies, a revi- 
val of those anti constitutioqal juqtos’ 
which, in one form or other, have fir 
years been the hot-bed of agitation in 
Ireland, and t lie instruments by which 
the agitators have fleeced their dupes.

Tuesday Jan. 20 — Mr Taylor, from 
the committee of Finance, made a long 
and interesting report upon the state of 
the finances of the commonwealth, which 
was ordered to ho printed. Tho bill to 
amend the pent;) laws of the common 
wealth, &'c., was read a third time, nod 
referred to a select committee. 

Wednesday. Jan. 2! — -Mr. Bush in- 
troduced a bill to prevent justice- of the 
peace from becoming securities for sher- 
iffs and constables. A resolution was 
passed, instructing our Senators and re- 
questing our Representatives in Con 
gress, to use their exertions for the es 
tublishmenl of a military school in Ken 
tucky . 

Thursday, Jan. 22 — After the intro 
duction of some private and local busi 
ness, the Senate resolved itself into a 
committee of the whole on the hill to es- 
tablish the Northern Bank of Kentucky 
the subject being tho resolution of Mr 
Willis, as modified by Mr. Chinn. Mr. 
Willis addressed the committee in favor 
of the resolution, and Mr. Guthrie in op 
position to it. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Saturday, Jan. 17. — A resolution 
from the Senate was adopted, for nppoiu- 
ting joint committees to examin Tran 
sylvaniu University and the Lunatic As- 
ylum. 

Monday, Jan. 19 — Mr. Hanson, from 
the committee mi Courts of Justice, re- 
p >rtcd buck, n bill to establish the Bank 
of Maysville, which was made the order 
of the dav for 'I h trsilav next. The pe- 
iiioii of the Maysville Light Infantry, 
praying exemption from the battalion 
and regimental musters, was rejecte'. 
After the introduction ot various resolu 
tions on the subject of internal improve 
ments, the House spent some time 
on the bill to amend and reduce into one 
the various acts relating to tho militia. 

Tuesday Jan. 20 — Mr. Woolley, from 
the committee on Courts of Justice, re- 
ported a bill to establish the Northern 
Rank of Kentucky, which was ordered to 
be printed. Mr. Collins offered a reso- 
lution for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of five members to take into cousidc 
ration the propriety of sending a mem- 
orial from this General Assembly, to the 
Legislatures, of the States of Indiana 
and Ohiojsetting forth the difficulties utt 
der which the citizens of this State labor 
in reclaitniqg their slaves that flee to, 
and secret themselves in those States; 
and "praying that laws may be passed 
by those Legislatures, authorising the ju- 
dical and ministerial officers of said States 
to issue and execute warrants for the ar- 
rest of such fugitives from labor, to en 
able their owners to avail themselves of 
the provisions of the act of congress con- 
cerning fugitives from service, &c. The 
bill to reduce the price of the public 
lands west of the Tennessee river, was 
read a third time, and passod; yeas 48, 
nays 43. 

Wednesday, Jan. 21 — Several reports 
from committees having been heard, and 
hills introduced for improving creeks, in- 
corporating female academies, &.C., the 
House resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole on the bjll to establish a 
Board of Iti'erual Improvements; on 
which a protracted and discursive debate 
arose, in which Mossrs. Mitchell, Brown, 
Woolji y, Gorin, Breck anJ the Speaker 
participated. 

Thursday , Jan. 32 — Mr. Breck pre 
sented the petition of the Kentucky Col- 
onization Society, praying for an act of 
incorporation. Mr. Hanson, from the 
committee on courts of Justice, reported 
a bill to abolish the circdit court system, 
and. to establish district courts. On the

th^ejr cannon from Lexington before 
day-break to the heights above Frankfort 
and at the dawn of the eighth, awakened 
the malcontent nationals ot the Legis- 
lature with that sound, which so startled 
the foreign enemies ot our country’s in- 
stitutions on the famous 23d ol Decem- 
ber, when Commodore Patterson opened 
his first broadside from his dark ship, 
with the memorable words — “We give 
them this, for the honor of America .” 
The majority of the General Assembly, 
we learn, were disposed to treat the pro- 
ceeding qf I)r. Cloud as a contempt. 
And certainly, as it is now considered 
iu Kentucky “ unbecoming a moral and 
nligious people to rejoice at the victo- 
ries achieved by o\tr arms," it must be 
held a contempt of the present conserva- 
tors of the morals and religion of the 
people, to keep up the old custom of fir- 
ing cannon on the 8th Jan. Dr Cloud, 
after giving his federal salute to the 
Legislature in the morning, returned in 
time to salute the corporate authorities 
of the city of Lexington iu the evening. 
Whether the transgression will be pun- 
ished by the City or State authorities, 
remains to be seen. — Globe.

Accident . — Oil Sunday evening last 
while the Rail Road car was retnruing 
fropa a short pleasure trip to the Villa, 
she experienced a sudden jerk, and 
“a change of direction, caused a con- 
siderable shock and great alarm ; some 
of the passengers on the burden cars 
attempted to jump oft' — Those standing 
on the forward burden car, were, of 
course, most sensibly affected, having no 
safe-guards; some were thrown back- 
wards and knocked off those standing 
near the sides, under the wheels of the 
succeeding car and tender. But for a 
sloping hunk at the point where the ac- 
cident occurred, most probably, no seri 
ous accident would have been the con- 
sequence, for all seemed to clear the 
rails in jumping or falling off! Lewis 
Lonkard of Lexington, reached the hank, 
and fell or rolled back under the hind 
wheel of the near par, which passed over 
and killed him, his body impeding the 
front wheel of the tender, and thus, with 
the instant action of the admirable en- 
gineer, preventing the loss of several 
lives. The engineer stopped the mo- 
ment he saw the accident — quicker than 
a carriage, with horses, could have been 
halted — Leonard Taylor of Lexington, 
and Daniel Green of Fayette, had each 
a leg broken — Alexander Shidel and 
Samuel Long, Sen. of Lexington, TV. A. 

Cocke and Joseph Holt of Louisville, 
and F. IV. Trcpnall of Springfield, 
were all thrown or knocked under the 
car by the sudden shock or by the mul- 
titude jumping out, ami sevcrly bruised. 

THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

We noticed in our last paper under the 
head of “Bargain and Intrigue,” the re- 
signation of Judge Underwood of the 
Court of Appeals, and the arrangement 
by which Mr. Ewing, of Logan is t<> suc- 
ceed him. At I elast Congressional elec- 
tion in Kentucky, Mr Ilise a distinguish, 
ed lawyerof Logan pounty and a decided 
Jackson man, came within about fortv 
votes of heating the Hon. Christopher 
Tompkins, the present representative of 
the district in which Underwood, Tomp- 
kins, and Ewing reside. The causes of 
he accidental success of Tompkins, and 
the superior strength and popularity of 
Ilise, arc now so well known and so dis- 
tinctly ascertained, that the party cannot 
risk Tompkins as their candidate at the 
next election, 'i he Jackson men are de- 
termined to run Hisc again with entire 
confidence of success. Ewing has a pen- 
chant to be a candidate on the wig side; 
but his friends fear that Hise will beat 
him, as he most assuredly would, from 
all the information i.’hich we have from 
that district. This state of things re- 
quired an arrangement in the “bargain 
intrigue and management” party, which 
by the death of Governor Brcthitt and 
ihe forms of law, Jiave obtained the con- 
trol of the state government. In this ar- 
rangement the co-opcrniion of Governor 
Morehead became essential. Hence it 
has been concluded that Judge Under- 
wood is to doff his robes and enter upon 
the canvass, with Till the dignity and in- 
fluence of recent authority and high of- 
fice. It seems that in their hands the 
state government is to be so administered 
as to subserve not the interest of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, hut the unholy purpose 
of the Bauk-icig-uullification opposition 
in the United States. If it were not to^ 
attain this object, Gov. Morehead would j 
certainly never have thought of Mr. Ew- 
ing as a Judge of the Court of Appeals.! 

There are fifty men in Kentucky much
